since the Wes showed such an united 
front, 

The fact: that there is g Wheat 
Board t0day is due 9 the determined 
insistence of the Wheat Pools of Wes- 
tern Canada, These organizations 
sent delegation after delegaifion to 
Otiawa during the past eight years to 
press the need of a Wheat Board be- 
fore the Federal government, They 
also presented the case for a Wheat 
Board before various . Governmental 
inquiries and commisions, In all these 
activities they had) the, support of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, jhe United 
Farmers of Canada, ’ Saskatchewan 
section, and the United Farmers of 
Manitoba, A few other organizations 
such as the Association of Rural Mun- 
icipalities gave appreciated support. 

The need for a Wheat Board during 
the deppression years was obvious. In 
most countries of the world wheat 
had been taken out of the economic 
‘field and became a political’ question 
Canada was slow to realize what, really 
occured largely to the advice of econo- 
mists of the orthaddx séhool and the 
grain (rade of this country, Their con- 
tention was that the adverse  condit 
ions being experienced by wheat pro- 
ducers were transltory and would 
shortly disappear, . 


Ot course, the trouble started when 

the world raised a record wheat crop 
in 1928 and stock markets collapsed im 
1929 when the depression was usher- 
ed in, Wheat sank so low in price 
that in some instances the railways 
carrying the grain get more for their 
services than did the producers,»The 
world’s surplus piled up until it 
reached the tota) of 1,100 million 
bushels, 


Some soothingly said that low prices 
would increase consumption and the 
surplus would be taken + care of in 
that way, But consumption did not in 
crease because of low prices. In fact 
it has remained remarkably even dur- 
ing the past ten years,

Lumber production is to British Columbia what grain 
production is to Alberta. Nature has blessed the most west- 
erly of Canadian provinces with an abundance of forests of 
exceptionally fine trees. Proximity to the ocean enables the 
bene bf'‘fhe coas# province to ship timber all over the 
world, ' 


The greatest menace to B. C.'s lumber industry is forest 
fires. Each year-this “red destroyer” takes a tremendous toll 
of standing trees. Fires are caused by man’s carelessness and 
by lightning, more by the former than the latter. There 
seems to be no adequate method of coping with this menace. 


This summer Vancouven Island has been visited by one 
of the most disastrous forest firés that has occured in a gene- 
ration Millions of feet of potential lumber has been destroy- 
ed by the fire which virtually gutted the island's interior, leay- 
ing it a sizzling furnace. he smoke clouds arising from this 
immense fire have penetrated eastward as far as Alberta. 


Not only has there been a destructon of forests, but 
wild life has suffered terribly. |News stories from Victoria tell 
of the almost complete disappearance of birds and beasts from: 
the devasted area It will be a generation, at least, before 
Nature’s slow process restore this condition. 


‘ There is no sight more bleak than a region that has been 
fire-swept. | Those who have travelled in the mountains can 
testify to this statement. After a fire the only thing that
